CLAIMS 

Claims 7 and 8 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the nearest 
prior art, Niinikoski et al (6753377), discloses adding to a papermaking slurry a polymer 
that can comprise up to 1 00% vinylacetate, and which is polymerized in the presence of 
a cationic starch. However, Niinikoski et al does not use a surfactant and teaches that 
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emulsifiers are generally known to impair sizing and strength properties of paper (col 2, 
lines 43-48). Other prior art, Nguyen et al (5536764) discloses a board coating 
composition comprising a vinyl acetate and cationic starch polymerization product as a 
binder and to enhance gluability of the board (Abs; col 2, line 60 to col 3, line 12). The 
disclosure of Nguyen et al would not have made it obvious to use the composition as an 
additive to a papermaking pulp slurry. Still other prior art teaches using a cationic 
starch and copolymer comprising vinyl acetate in a significantly lower amount than that 
claimed. The prior art thus fails to disclose or make obvious a method of making paper 
as claimed.
